Ankita Gupta and Priyanka Kedarisetti 

The purpose of the project was to determine how the 
protein tubulin may be used to fight cancer. To accom- 
plish this, we researched tubulin’s structure and function 
and found that there are three major types of tubulin. 
We examined techniques which assisted in finding loca- 
tions of binding pockets on tubulin isotopes; finding 
these sites may contribute to research studies and help 
both suppress the initiation of and fight cancer cells.

The group attempted to establish antibody-based diag- 
nostics of SARS by working to detect the SARS-CoV Nu- 
cleocapsid Protein (NP) in the bloodstreams of infected 
individuals. We worked to transplant the NP protein into 
E.coli bacteria and develop a system to detect the protein 
in the bacteria. Hopefully, our advancements will eventu- 
ally lead to situations where SARS-CoV can be detected 
in humans.

in a state (Durant) ... and by the end of 
this century we will be 9 Billion. - Should 
keep us humble. 

From the song lyric: “I'm going to make 
this moment mine." 

There is no remaking reality ... just take it 
as it comes. Hold your ground and take it 
as it comes. That moment will not return. 
Take from it the lessons, the actions and 
reactions contained within that reality. 
Gain personal strength and insight when 
objectifying any experience. 

But who am I? Who are my forefathers? 
What did they look like? Do | look - like 
them? What did they do? What was their 
experiential makeup: their fears, their 
triumphs, their loves, their talents? What 
was their familial experience, their tribal 
fabric and their spiritual definition? Their 
language? What rites, rituals, ceremonies 
have you inherited? What food and fam- 
ily traditions sustain you? 

What do you share with your peers, in 
activities, in trials, in dreams ... and there 
you are: Who are you? Where have you 
come from? Where are you going? What 
talents, strengths, abilities, intelligences do 
you have? 

If you know, then the enormity of the 
journey yet to come, the choices yet to 
be made, the epiphanies, the sharing of 
discovery and learning, the package from 
your parents, your mentors, your peers, 
the loves yet to be shared will make it 
easy for you. 

The life examined has, in fact, revealed 
the marvel from the instant of your birth 
( your parents will remember) to your pres- 
ent state of being that young woman or 
young man that at this moment you are 
and you carry with you now ALL THAT 
you will EVER BECOME. Now, that was a 
pretty easy trip wasn't it, with little anxiety 
and fear. Did you relax a bit? 

Remember that all of us had to see the 
sun, the moon, the stars, rain, snow,

To make 1 child, it takes 2 parents, 4 
grandparents, 8 great grand parents, 16 
great, great grand parents, 32 great, great, 
great grand parents, 64 great, great, great, 
great grand parents, 128; 256; 512; 1024; 
and so on, that should give you some 
perspective.. (James Reaney, Colors in the 
Dark) 

And a last reference to the theme song: 
“I've looked in the mirror; my world is get- 
ting clearer.” 

One of the greatest works of world 
literature, The Conference of the Birds, 

an allegorical masterpiece written by a 
mystic Persian poet, Attar, in the 13th 
century explores in a beautiful parable the 
nature of a spiritual path by “all the birds 
of the world" (human souls) in search of 
Simurgh ( god of all things). 

The birds meet adversity and trials and 
finally arrive where Simurgh is supposed 
to dwell. Nothing is there but when the 
“veils/ curtains are pulled back, mirrors 
are revealed." The birds see themselves 
reflected. You see, the journey to discover 
enlightenment and those meaningful time- 
less moments is not an outward journey 
but an inward, a paused introspection and 
analysis of where you are, what you think 
and what you believe, where you have 
come from and where you are going. 

You must be a seeker, with or without 

an attendant mystical experience. If you 
don't examine and ask questions, you will 
receive no answers nor will you be able to

- And how dull life would be if the world 
passed you by without those memories.

They will be among 
your memories of Ainlay.

We have been 
blessed in many respects and are endowed

As a Civilization, we have not eradicated 
the errors, prejudice and superstitions of 
ten thousand years and we may yet be 
defeated by indoctrinated ignorance. 

Be cautious of man's follies and crimes, his 
intolerance and hatred, but find your own 
place among and become your own saint, 
statesman, inventor, scientist, poet, artist, 
musician, lover and philosopher... 

Live well, speak wisely, teach, for in the 
child resides the future; carve, sing, and 
dance to the cosmic rhythms! 

There is no meaning in human existence 
except that which man puts in it. 

Be proud that we have all found meaning 
in our lives and sometimes a significance 
that transcends death itself. 

Gather up as much of your cultural 
heritage as you can. Cherish it, embrace 

it, hold it in your heart and mind forever 
and ultimately transmit it to your children. 
What an inexhaustible, nourishing and last- 
ing legacy of timeless moments in memory 
and continuity you contain within you! 

It has been an Hone for me to speak 


to you tonight and | thank you for this 
privilege. Congratulations! Reflect! Rejoice! 
Treat each other well! Follow your Bliss!
